Sweeps Down Over Quthrie, Okla., 


Causing a Great Loss 


of Life. 


HUNDREDS OF ACRES ARE SUBMERGED. 


The Wave, Which was Six Feet High, Followed by 


the Heaviest Rain of Years—A Total Rain- 


fall of Twelve Inches—Killed 


with Hail Stones. 


Uiubrie. Okln., April 28.—The heaviest 


rain lor years fell throughout the 
terrl- 


ton last night and yesterday. Tbe down- 


pour was for seven hours; all creeks are 


up to ibe danger point and some are out 


of their banks. A water spout near Wa- 


terloo, this county, Inundated half a 


dozen farms. Scores of farms in the vi- 


cinity of Clifton, Lincoln county, were 


swept of everything. Many cattle and 


horses wore drowned. The total rainfall 


since Saturday noon was nearly twelve 


inches. It is still raining bard with a 


prospect of a continued heavy fall. 


Tin- terrible flood of the Cottonwood 


river suddenly engulfed West Gntbrle 


shortly after sunrise this morning. There 


K reason to believe tbat fully a score were 


drowned. Hundreds were driven from 


their homes and many houses were swept 


away 
Onlng to Intense excitement and 


the lack of boats particulars are vet un- 


obtainable. Cottonwood river, scarcely 


more than fdrty feet wide ordinarily, 


winds many curves in West Guthiie which 


lies level with the valley of tbe river. 


Tbe river is already full to overflowing 


from rams of tbe last few days buc there 


was so alarm as the stream rose gradu- 


ally. At 6 o'clock this morning it began 


to rise ,,s if by magic and jumped up four 


feet in thirty minutes. The population 


is mostly colore 1. Many have began re- 
raovinn their household goods to places 


of safety. Few had made more tbau one 


trip when they were forced to flee for 


their live;. The river was soon a raging 


sci bait i mile wide and sweeping across 


the valley carrying bouses and barnes, 


lecres on its crest.

St. Louis, April 98.—A dispatch from

deafening roar as tbe water crashed the 
bouses and drove the people from'their 
homes. At tbe first rush every boat and 
bridge was swept away. All west of 
Gntbrle was submerged, and twenty busi- 
ness bonsai bave ten feet of water in 
ihem. The river is thirty feet above tbe 
ordinary level. Hundreds of people are' 
n the trees but cannot be helped. 
Sev- 


eral men trying to swim the current to i 
reach (oar •women and a baby In a tree , 
were carried away. A woman wading 
'rom home with a baby on her bead, was 
swept away and lost. It is believed tbat 
more than a score of negroes were drown- 
ed. In the negro settlements It Is esti- 
mated that fully flhy* lives were lost. 


Nine people were seen drowned and two 


women and a child were carried away on 
a bridge; one man and two women were 
on a roof when it went to pieces. They 
perished and it was Impossible to get their 
names. There are scores missing and 
many buildings ore scill going. Several 
girls In a peach tree after several hours 
finally gave up and fell Into the water. 
Hundreds of men are building boats at 
the lumber yards. It Is believed that 
many were caught In their beds jn tbe 
smaller houses and drowned. The Big 
llmarron bridge is gone. There Is Im- 
mense damage In tbre country. Skeleton 
Creek has washed away scores ot farm 
houses aod several were drowned.

Tbe Democratic members 
of the committee fear that insistence up- 
on this course would be construed Into a 
determination to delay tbe bill, which 
they Insist Is no part of their program. 
Tbe decision of tbe Democratic members 
may have tbe effect of causing a postpone- 
ment of tbe presentation of the bill be- 
yond Tbuisday. Some of the Republican 
commltteemen now say tbat they may 
not conclude their work before Monday 
morning, as there are still various mat- 
ters which are not definitely decided, and 
whbh it becomes absolutely necessary to 
fix before going into the full committee. 
They are still working with tbe hope of 
presenting the bill Thursday, but are less 
bopeful than formerly. 


The Bepubhoans tblnk they discover in

No developments In Thesealy, Eplrus 


or at sea are reported In yesterday's tele- 
grams, bnt some 'interesting details are 
furnished as to the circumstances attend- 
ing the Greek route. Vivid account is 
given of how, alter days of commanding 
by Greek and Turkish batteries, the Otto- 
man general, under cover of ostensible 
artillery retreat, sent his Infantry rapidly 
along the foot of tHo mountains toward 
the entrance of Temple Pass, occupied the 
village of Delerla just in time to forestall 
Col. Mavromioabaeli, who was marching 
upon the place w(fh two Infantry columns 
and three squadrons of cavalry. Col. 
Mavromichaell thereupon retreated, pre- 
olpfately to Krltiri without firing a shot. 
Almost simultaneously the commander 
of Losfaki beliographed Larrisea tbnt the 
Turks were making a circuitous move- 
ment to outflank his position, and that 
retreat would be out off unless he were 
immediately 
re-enforced. 
These 
two 


movement)) induced headquarters at La- 
rlssa t.i order a general retreat, which be- 
gan about dark, in spite of the fact that 
several battalions and three field batteries, 
Deluding that commanded by Prince 
Nicholas, could be seen just before sun- 
down marching across the great plain 
from Tyrnavos to re-enforce the Greek 
army. This decision created consterna- 
tion among the Greek troops, who were 
utterly bewildered at such a step In the 
bour of apparent victory. At first they 
Fumed, then broke into a sort of panic. 


Owing to sinister rumors of Turkish 


Invasion through Bogazl, whereby the re- 
treat, It was said, was cut off, various re- 
giments were scattered by companies over 
the battlefield whan the order arrived, 
and as the latter was urgent the retreat 
beciune very disorderly. While the long 
Die of troops, train carriages and pact 
mules moved along the highway from 
Tyrnavos, to Larissa, there was a sudden 
shoot that the Tarkito cavalry was ap- 
proaching. This mode single companies

At Larlssa all was In utter despair and 


confusion. Troops were arriving inoes- 
santly, and the street* were cooked with 
ammunition trahu, all bound for Phar- 
salla, where it bad been decided to make 
a stand against the enemy as being an 
important strategic point.
